~ing veterans passed at the last ses- 
sign of parliament. Through your 
columns I plead your indulgence to 
make clear just wisat the govern- 
ment passed and what it failed or 
refused to, deal with, 

It is true that he people of Canada 
have, up to the present, passed leg- 
islation in the interest of veterans 
second to none in the world but with 
changing times and circum:tances 
laws must be changed too in order 
to keep abreast with the times. 

The Canadian Legion wits its 
thousands of branches and hundreds 
of thousands of members all cvsmin- 
ating in the Dominion Executive 
Counci] of the Legion is the national 
organization completely familiar with 
veterans’ problems and the needs of 
their dependent:. It would seem 
‘logical therefore, that the government 
would first consult with the officials 
of the Legion to get the benefit of 
Legion knowl2zdge and experience be: 
fore any bills affecting veterans 
were presented, This was not done, 
The result was that there has been 
dissatisfaction all round, and with 
reason, 

The Legion asked the government 
to form a special committee on vet- 
.erans’ affairs to consider al] veter- 
ans’ legislation. The government 
agreed to authorize such a committee 
but limited the terms of reference so 
that the committee could only deal 
with the things the government wish- 
ed it to deal with. The Legion ap- 
pealed to the government requesting 
that the terms of reference be broad- 
ened. This was refused. Conse- 
quenly many urgent needs of vet- 
evans, of dependents and of widows 
of deceased veterans could not be 
dealt with, 

The government in its wisdom (?) 
proposed an amendment to the ‘pen- 
sions act which would grant £20 
per month to unemployable married 
pensioners whose pension is 45 per 
cent or over. The government es- 
timated that this legislation would 
affect approximately 6,000 pension- 
ers, ‘This indeed wil) help those 
ee few. But what about the

I feel sure it is not the desire of 
the Canadian people to ignore or 
overlook the needs of those who de- 
fended our country! nor the needs of 
the widows who gave their all, Per- 
haps, too, your loca} member of 
parliament has not been adequately 
in formed as to the need for revised 
veterans’ legislation. May I say 
this, if in your opinion the request 
of the Legon are just and reasonable,

Parliament, the Government of Canada has extended and made 
applicable the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment 
Act, 1946, to all persons enlisting in the Regular Forces of Canada 
after July 5, 1950, (nineteen fifty) and who serve therein foraterm « 
not exceeding three years, 
This provision extends also to members of the Spécial Force who 
re-engage for service with the Regular Forces, the three-year coverage 
period beginning with the date of re-engagement. 
This provision extends also to members of the Reserve Forces who 
after July 5, 1950, are called out for service with the Regular Forces: 
and serve with the Regular Forces. for a period not exceeding three 


By an Order in Council passed in 1950 under the Canada 
Act the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1946, 
were extended to members of the Special Force and members of the 
Reserve Forces who serve on the strength of the Special Force.

CALGARY. — Eric Humphries got 
his journalistic experience the hard 
way. 

Humphries, 31, now a public rela- 
tions official with the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways in London, England, 
started writing in.a Japanese prison 
camp in Hava during the Second 
World War. 

He told the story while in Calgary 
during a nine-week tour of C.N.R. 
offices across Canada, 

He was a prisoner-of-war in a Jap- 
anese camp at Batavia early in the 
war. The Japanese provided news 
bulletins of a sort for the prisoners, 
but they were written in such bad 
English that they were practically 
unintelligible. Humphries got the 
idea of editing and publishing the 
news himself ‘from official releases. 

He convinced the Japanese author- 
ities this was a good idea, and with 


,|the help of a fellow prisoner and a 


typewriter borrowed from the Jap- 
anese he put out a single-sheet week- 
ly paper for nearly three years. 
“We found out later that the 
‘news' we got from the Japs was 
highly-colored propaganda,” he said. 
“But at least it gave the boys an 


idea of where the fighting was going 
on.”

Says Plane For Sale, Wise 
Won't Let Me Keep It 


Dr. John Tasche, Sheboygan... 
Wis., who with Miles Fiken. 
berger, Plymouth, Wis., were re- 
cently rescued after being ‘ma- 
rooned for 29 days in northérn 
Saskatchewan wilderness, tells 
of his harrowing experiences: 

THE PAS, Man.—My plane is for 
sale, I’m sure my wife won’t let me 
keep it after all this trouble. ; 

That is my last aircraft, 

We became lost on the first day’ 
of our flight from Lac La Ronge in 
my airchild plane. We found out 
we were above the tree line and into 
the Northwest Territories, about 150 
miles north of where we were found, 

The thing that put us off was the 
shift in the winds and the magnetic 
disturbances, Once during that flight, 
I pointed the plane at a large lake 
and my compass went all the way 
around. 

The black flies in that north’coun- 
try almost killed us although we had 
repellent and it was effective, At one- 
time I counted 266 bites on myself, 
and Miles Eikenberger must have.

The fishing in the lake was good. 
We caught lake and northern trout,,. 
at will, But I’m fed up with a fish 
diet now. We ate trout every day.*

sonal message of farewell to my wife ’* 
and family. : 

The mental anguish we suffered at - 
the thought of our families was.:
